In contrast, WO # 922 teaches the use of a composition containing xylitol for "the 
treatment or prophylaxis of mucosal yeast infection in mammals", as well as the simultaneous 
administration of antifungal drugs. WO '922, at page 4, fourth paragraph. Thus, Wo ^ does 
not teach or suggest each element of independent claim 9 or dependent claim 10 because WO 
*922 teaches applying a composition including xylitol and optionally antifungals far the treatment 
of oral or vaginal yeast infections, rather than a composition comprising an antibiotic and an 
effecti ve amount of a non-ionic osmolyte for treatment of bacterial infections. Therefore, 
Applicants request that the rejection to claims 9-10 under 35 ILS.C. §102(a) be withdrawn and 

reconsidered. ;
